Sergeant-Clinton F. Emery, popular 
and well known resident of Vernon 
and member of the Haven H. Spencer 
post, No. 179, American Legion of this 
town, died suddenly at his home in 
Vernon, late June 13th from the after 
effects of gas poisoning received on the 
western front during the World war. 


The funeral was held in the Cen- 
tral church at Vernon at 2 o'clock: on 
Sunday afternoon.. Rev. E. E. Jones, 
who returned from Ohio especially for 
the occasion conducted the services at 
the. church, which were attended by 
representatives of the different organ- 
izations to which Sgt. Emery belonged 
and by a large gathering of friends 
and relatives. The floral offerings 
were beatiful and profuse. The pall 
bearers were Comrades LaValle, Hol- 
ton, Parker, Hart and McEwan and 
Richard Steenbruggen, neighbor and 
close friend of the deceased. The 
others were from the local Legion 179 
of Northfield, 28 of Northampton and 
from Company I of the 104th Infantry, 
Sgt. Emery’s own company. 

The interment was in the Tyler 
cemetery and the service was under 
the direction of the Legion post of 
Northfield. The flag draped coffin was 
borne to the grave on the shoulders 
of his comrades. After a brief service 
by Chaplain Thresher, the post's firing 
squad executed the salute to the dead, 
taps were sounded by Bugler G. Hines 
of Northampton. 


Clinton F. Emery was born in Mon- 
tague, Mass., May 27, 1890. His fam- 
ily moved to Northampton when he 
was a child and he is a graduate of 
the schools of that city, where he has 
a host of friends. He enlisted in Co. 
I, 104th Infantry August 5, 1927. He 
went to France with the famous 26th 
or Yankee Division and served all thru 
the war from Chemin-des-Dames to 
the Meuse Argonne, being twice in hos- 
pitals but returning to the front after 
partial recovery. 


Sergeant Emery married his child- 
hood friend, Martha Jackson, of 
Northampton. They have two children 
Jackson Clinton, aged 4, and Barbara 
Ann aged 7 months. In addition to 
his widow, he is survived by his fath- 
er, Fred Emery of Easthampton, two 
sisters, Mrs. Earl White of Westfield 
and Miss Jessie Emery of Northamp- 
ton. He also leaves ‘a brother, Claude 
Emery of Northampton. 


There were many mourners from out 
of town besides the legionnaires. All 
Northfield joins with his comrades of 
this town and Vernon and North- 
ampton in mourning the loss of one 
of our cheeriest citizens. His bright 
smile and kindly wit will be long re- 
membered.

SHOULD CAPITAL 
PUNISHMENT BE 
ABOLISHED? 


_ Agitation which is under way in 
various states having for its object 
the abolition of capital punishment, 
and which in several instances has 
crystallized into the formation of ac- 
tive organizations that are behind re- 
peal bills introduced into state legis- 
latures, is said spring from various 
COUrses, 


Usually it is based upon the broad 
general principle that the state has 
not the right to take the life of its 
citizens, even though they be guilty of 
murder. Other proponents of repeal 
laws hold that capital punishment has 
failed of its purpose as a deterrent of 
murder and has a degrading effect on 
the public. 

Seldom, if ever, does a sentimental 
regard for convicted murderers in in- 
dividual instances play a part in shap- 
ing these opinions, but it is note- 
worthy that the sympathies of theatre 
audiences throughout the country have 
gone out to James Dyke, leading 
character in “The Valiant,” Fox 
Movietone all-dialog production now 
showing at the Garden Theatre in 
Greenfield.
